Dr. Garrett Says 
Seate Play Big Part 
In Pabfic Health 

"Dollars from Christinas Seals 
play an important part in pro- 
tecting public health," says Dr. 
William Y. Garrett, health officer 
for Princess Anne and Norfolk 
counties. Among other services, 
they make possible free chest X- 
rays of all apparently healthy 
persons, fifteen years of age and 
older, hi Norfolk and Princess 
Anne counties and the City of 
South Norfolk, he said. 

the purpose of X-raying ap- 
parently wen persons it to dis- 
cover early tuberculosis before 
symptoms have developed, ac- 
cording to Dr. Garrett. Early re- 
cognition and proper treatment 
win lead to the total eradication 
of tuberculosis within a genera- 
tion. 

During the preceding twelve 
months the mobile unit operated 
Jointly by the health department 
and the tuberculosis association 
has performed X-ray examina- 
tions on 19.783 individuals in the 
two counties and South Norfolk. 
Roughly, this represents one 
fourth of the adult population.

The board will take up again 
the school board's request at its 
December meeting, scheduled for 
December Id. 

At Monday's meeting school 
Board Chairman John B Dey and 
Superintendent of Schools Frank 
Cox, along with a delegation of 
patrons of the two schools in- 
volved, presented their case to the 
supervisors.

We know that papers are 
frequently given to editorialis- 
ing in their news columns, but 
we do think that the rest of 
Princess Anne County might 
also be included in the agency, 
not just North Virginia Beach.

"Three hours instruction a day 
is not good enough for Princess 
Anne county." Mr. cox declared. 

Additions Proposed 

He said the proposed bond is- 
sue would provide 13 elementary 
rooms and 10 high school rooms, 
a cafeteria, shop, library addition 
and auxiliary space at Kemps- 
ville. and 10 new classrooms, au- 
ditorium, cafeteria, horary, and 
auxiliary space at Bayside. 

These additions, he said, would 
provide for five years of enroll- " 
tttent growth at the present rate. . 

The bond issue, if floated, would 
be the largest in the county's his- 
tory. Mr. Cox said the bonds could 
be sold at about 3 per cent, to 
mature in 30 years. Amortisation 
and debt service would begin at 
150.000 a year. But approximately 
$100,000 additional would be re- 
quired for operation because ot 
the enlargement, which would 
have to be borne by the entire 
county.

would he a candidate in the August 1951 primaries tot the office of 
Commissioner of Revenue, and the subsequent interest that announce- 
ment excited in the county and elsewhere has proved interesting lot 
speculation in many ways. 

Mr. Senter's announcement came in a straight-forward manner, 
Without fanfare, and showed that it had come only after serious 
consideration. Re intimated that three appointments to high county 
office by three young and fairly inexperienced lads had finally de- 
cided him to take the step he had long been urged to take by friends 
of himself and the county. 

In addition, the advocacy of Mr. Senter by William P Hudgins, 
clerk of the court, and long a power in the ranks of the administra- 
tion that has ruled Princess Anne County for many years, appears to 
indicate that a strong opposition is in the making to that same ad- 
ministration that Mr. Hudgins served. 

Regardless of the eventual issues in the election, which will in 
due course rise above the whisper stage, competition is a splendid 
thing, A political faction too long in power without challenge grows 
careless and is apt to take power for granted, forgetting that It serves 
the people, not that the people serve it. it tends to forget that It 
owes the county its best efforts— not Just its own friends. 

It is inclined, moreover, with that increase in power that comes 
of apathy on the part of the electorate and long tenure of office, to 
collect about Itself a solid block of voters to whom favors have been 
done in the past and who stay solid Just so long as there are more 
favors forthcoming. It Is the sad history of demigoguery that the 
solid block usually degenerates as the years pass into a very odorifer- 
ous block! 

With a strong slate, one that will offer strong competition, some 
freshness Can come into the situation in the county. Perhaps It will 
even be the instrument for unearthing and uprooting some of the 
rumored ill-practices which rightly or wrongly are said to exist in 
Princess Anne County, the fact that such rumors persist Is bad for 
the county, and getting to the bottom of them to prove either their 
lightness or wrongness will be a shot-lh-the-arm for good government,

Thousands who vacationed here 
last year were compelled to laze 
on the lawns and even on the 
hard boardwalk, those people not 
only will not return but win ad- 
vise their friends not to vacation 
here. Some who are inconsiderate 
and small thinking say, "Let the 
south end go; after all there are 
only three hotels down there." As 
I have said before, the identical 
condition is moving northward— 
your establishment may be next 
on the list of those in jeopardy. 

1 feel absolutely positive that 
there Is a remedy to this formid- 
able situation. Many suggestions 
have been made; some are prac- 
tical, others are not. Machinery 
to push the sand up: pumping 
sand m out of Rudee inlet; a se- 
ries of Jetties; and a combination 
of all have been thrown into the 
pot as possible solutions, the 
town is spending thousands of 
dollars each year experimenting, 
most of which has been to no 
avail. 1 would think, however, 
that the recommendation of the 
Army Engineers who have had 
the opportunity to study erosion 
throughout the country at costs in 
the millions would he our most 
reasonable and logical organisa- 
tion to follow for solutions. If you 
are waiting for someone to guar- 
antee results, you and your chil- 
dren will be "six feet under" be- 
cause it Is impossible, there Is a 
risk involved, but we must take 
some.

HOW TO MAKE C RIME FAT 

"There Is a good possibility that there will be some bloodletting 
in this ares If three stickup men who reportedly accomplished two 
(robberies here in the past month decide*' to resume activity." This 
waa the lead paragraph in a recent story in a Norfolk newspaper 
winch waa headlined "Some Bloodletting Possible If Hoods Continue 

Sttokups." 

Where this story affects Princess Anne County is that one of the 
robberies charged allegedly took place at a notorious trouble spot in 
the county— one whose name too frequently appears In the news in 
connection with crimes of violence. 

According to the story that had wide circulation at the end of 
October, three armed bandits entered the club, roughed up and bound 
an employee, and made off with a sum variously reported up to 
*17,000. 

While robbery of such a nature Is not unheard of In these trou- 
bled times, the thing which sets this apart and puts It beyond the law 
Is the fact that NO REPORT WHATEVER was made to police, and 
apparently no attempt la being made to get to the bottom of the 
whole thing. The men in charge of the club told police when they 
Investigated a tip that there had been an altercation between some 
of the help. The police dropped the whole thing because without co- 
operation of the victim there was nothing to do. 

The holdup Is reminiscent of the 1948 Piney Point robbery. 
Whether or not the same criminals perpetrated both, none can say. 
Nevertheless, they are closely allied in the very nature of the crime. 
Moreover, they are closely allied In that while police and populace 
alike know that some other persons were present, no one was willing 
to live information to the police. 

The police cannot act because their hands are tied. Crime is thus 
given free rein, and the honest citisen's position is Jeopardised. 

There is a minority of eitiaens of the community who condemn 
as hurtful to the well being of the county and resort any effort to 
publicise the wide-open nature of the gambling, illegal whiskey sett- 
ing, and other forms of vice rampant in the county and town. 

Let these citlsens take heed at this warning signal. Unreported 
crimes are an open invitation to others of a like nature or to open 
violence among the participants. Only by airing the whole rotten 
situation can it be bettered.

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CONSOLIDATION OF HIGH SCHOOLS 

Several weeks ago the Virginia Beach News editorially threw out 
the question: Why not consolidate the high schools of Princess Anne 
County and solve many of the problems that are confronting us In 
the education of our young people? 

These problems are many, but the most urgent is overcrowding 
aU along the line. We suggested that the consolidation of the high 
schools would allow the elementary grades to take over existing high 
school faculties, which are good but just not sufficiently large, to 
relieve overcrowding on the elementary level. 

We further suggested that money saved by avoiding duplication 
of teaching staffs (as is the case when there are four separate high 
schools) would actually mean that the operation of the consolidated 
school would be a saving to the county's taxpayers. 

This week we have received support from many sources. Chief 
among these is the Town Manager of Virginia Beach, W. Russell 
Hatchett. who expresses his flews below, as a private citisen and tax- 
payer. Mr. Hatchett said that he did so because he had been ap- 
proached by many persons about the possibility of Virginia Beach 
joining in such a consolidation.

To the People of Virginia Beach and Princess Anne County: 

t am happy to make a statement to the people on a subject I 
think to be of vital Importance— "Our Schools." 

I have no reluctance in saying that I. along with all other in- 
terested citizens, have been and am now thinking of the important 
decisions that are to be made in meeting these problems. My personal 
views in the matter, and I am speaking only as a taxpayer and patron 
of our schools, is that full consideration should be given to the pos- 
sibility of a central high school. To my mind such a plan would offer 
many advantages and at the same time settle many problems. 

First, by alleviating the crowded conditions in our present build- 
ings, which could be used as elementary schools and the greater ad- 
vantage of giving our children the opportunity of attending a high 
echool second to none, and I believe at a reduced cost to the taxpayer.

Forest Service 
Reports Pine Seed 
Collection Good 

The Portsmouth office of the 
Virginia Forest Service has an- 
nounced that during the recent 
pine seed collection cam pa i gn, a 
total of 999 bushels of loblolly 
pine cones were turned in from 
the six counties representing this 
forest district. Norfolk and North- 
ampton counties turned in the 
largest number of cones, with 
Nansemond. Isle of Wight, Acco- 
mack and Princess Anne follow- 
ing close behind. The cones were 
collected by farmers, housewives, 
loggers, and schoolboys, and were 
paid for at the rate of $3.00 per 
bushel. 

Upon receipt of the cones at the 
district warehouse near the Deep 
Creek locks, the cones were put 
in burlap bags and sent by truck 
to the Forest Service Tree Nur- 
sery at Camp Peary, near Wil- 
liamsburg. Here the green pine 
cones are spread on drying racks 
to allow the cones to open and 
release the seed. The cones are 
then placed in large cages which 
are revolved numbers of tunes in 
order to shake loose every remain- 
ing pine seed. Following the op- 
eration, the^seeds are cleaned, re- 
moving/all din. pine needles, 
pieces of cones and other debris 
and then either planted in the 
nursery beds or stored for spring 
planting. After one year in the 
beds, the seedlings will be dug 
and packed for shipment to land- 
owners in Tidewater Virginia who 
are desirous of planting seedlings 
on their land. 

The 308 bushels collected this 
year in the Portsmouth District 
reflects the spirit of cooperation 
among Virginia citlsens to per- 
petuate the natural resources of 
our state. All of the cones turned 
in this year were a result of the 
volunteer efforts of the collectors.

When com- 
pared to deaths through traffic 
accidents, or some other diseases. 
12 diphtheria deaths aren't many, 
but on the other hand, 12 Vir- 
ginians would be alive today if 
the n e c e s s ar y precautions had 
been taken." Dr. Roper said. 

"Taking last year's figures and 
breaking them down into month- 
ly totals we find September pro- 
duced 14 eases. October with 92. 
November with 99. and December 
had 44 eases. As a rale these are 
the lissdsst hit months, so dur- 
ing the four month period Sep- 
tember to De cemb er, everyone is 
urged to be especially watchful 
for sy mpt o ms of diphtheria," he 
added. 

Diphtheria is usually consider- 
ed a childhood disease. Last year's 
figures bear this out. One hun- 
dred and thirty-six victims, or 
over half the 1949 total, were 
children below the age of nine. 
However, the disease is not con- 
fined to youngsters. Last year 
there were 31 diphtheria cases 
ranging in age from 20 to 00. 

Generally, diphtheria is trans- 
mitted by direct transfer of germs 
from person to person. This is 
done by close physical contact be- 
tween the sick and the well. Spit- 
ting, coughing, sneezing, or even 
talking are the usual methods of

Tin CENTRALIZED HIGH SCHOOL 

The Idea of a centralised high school; to consolidate all of the 
schools on a high school level in the county, got a right smart smack 
this week when the Virginia Beach School Board met with some 
members of the town council and decided to turn thumbs down on 
the proposal. As nearly as can be discovered, they said that the fu- 
ture growth of the resort town would make the move prohibitive. 
Also, as nearly as can be discovered, they did not go into the matter 
of costs of operation of the town's high school, nor whether the 
plant proposed (at a cost of $700,000, which would include plant, 
equipment, fees, etc.) would fit in with the future growth of the 
community. 

From the face of things, and from some pretty "hot" tips as to 
the organisation's reaction to the proposal, it looks as if pontics once 
again was rearing Its ugly head. Apparently, there is nothing sacred 
to (he great god politics, not even the well being of our future citizens. 

This was a tough conclusion to reach, but It was an unavoidable 
conclusion after discussion of the Issue with organisation stalwarts 
and with others close to them.

Kempsville District 
Plans Postponed for 
Consolidation Study 

The possibility of a consolidat- 
ed high school for Princess Anne 
County moved a step closer on 
Monday when the County Board 
of S u perv is ors postponed general- 
ly petitioning the Circuit Court 
to call a bond referendum hi the 
Kempsville District for school ex- 
pansion in order that consolida- 
tion might be studied more fully. 
A bond Issue of 8928,000 for ad- 
ditions to Kempsville and Bay- 
aide Schools was sought by the 
School Board at the November 
meeting of the group. 

W. W. Oliver, Jr.. asked the 
supervisors for further postpone- 
ment on the bond Issue and pre- 
sented letters from three school 
authorities in support of the con- 
' solidatlon Idea. 

He quoted W. A. Early, super- 
intendent of schools of Arlington 
County and former superinten- 
dent in Norfolk County, as stat- 
ing that the high school enroll- 
ment for optimum service at least 
expense required 800 to 1,400 stu- 
dents, and as recommending that 
Princess Anne County have the 
State Department of Education 
make a study of the county's 
needs. 

Mr. Oliver also quoted Edwin L. 
Lamberth, assistant superinten- 
dent of schools 
Norfolk, as giving 
as the optimum number for the 
best curriculum offering at least 
per student cost. 

State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Dowell J. Howell, in 
a third Utter road by Mr. Oliver, 
expressed willingness to study the 
Princess Anne situation. 

Mr. Olivet- concluded by pro- 
posing that the State department 
be requested to make a thorough 
study of the county's educational 
needs. He said he had attended 
an informal meeting of the Prin- 
cess Anne School Board (Decem- 
ber 11) and believed the board 
was disposed to look into the con- 
solidation possibility. 
Federal Aid Suggested 

Mrs. J. R. Bryant, a Kempsville 
District school patron, suggested 
that the Federal government 
might assist in building and ad 
miniatrative costs, since 30 per 
cent of the students at Kemps 
ville, and larger percentages at 
Bayside and Oceana, are children 
of service personnel. 

Further support of the consoli- 
dation idea came from John D. 
Leitch, Jr.. president of the Prin- 
cess Anne County Civic Council, 
in a letter to the supervisors. Mr. 
Leitch had called for a chance 
for the people to vote on the bond 
issue at the supervisors' Novem- 
ber 27 meeting. 

No members of the school board 
nor any of the ardent advocates 
of the bond issue at the Novem- 
ber 27 meeting were present,

TO ALL OF OUR READERS— 

A MERRY CHRISTMAS AND A HAPPY NEW YEAR! 




I believe the American Repub- 
lic today faces its greatest peril. 
Decisions wifl be made in the few 
months ahead which may well de- 
termine our destiny. 

Prom time to time I report to 
you the conditions as I see them. 
As the people of Virginia, you are 
entitled to all the information 1 
can give you. As your representa- 
tive in the 8snate I dosfre 'your 
advice and counsel. The greatest 
force in our free democracy is an 
aroused and an enlightened pub- 
lie opinion backed up by facts. 

I am a member of the Armed 
Services and Finance Committees, 
one dealing with our military de- 
fence, and the other with the 
preservation of our economic sys- 
tem. Matters are reported to these 
committees which in times such 
as these cannot always be divulg- 
ed immediately. But. I believe 
the American people should know 
the truth always providing that 
its disclosure does not jeopardise 
the welfare of the nation or its 
armed forces. I have observed, 
however, that sometimes infor- 
mation already in the hands of 
the Russians is kept secret from 
our own people. 

It is a fact that communists 
have infiltrated this country. By 
this I do not charge that commu- 
nists hold high government po- 
sitions, but 1 refer especially to 
the communist infiltration of our 
national industrial life. 

Communist infiltration is clev- 
er and not always traceable. Un- 
fortunately, for Instance, we were 
unable, until it was too late, to 
trace the communist Puchs who 
confessed that he betrayed our 
atom bomb secret to Russia and 
expedited her atomic production 
schedule by yean. Be was sent 
here by England which vouched 
for his loyalty. Puchs was tried in 
England for treason but he could 
die a thousamt deaths and never 
repay the injury he has done free 
nations by his traitorous act. 

Two weeks ago it was clearly 
obvious to those informed of the 
facts that American troops ought 
to be evacuated from Korea aa 
speedily as possible. Our forces, 
according to reports by General 
MacArthur, are faced in combat 
with a million Chinese and 200,- 
000 North Koreans. We have no 
trained combat reserves in Korea, 
in Japan, or in this country, ex- 
cept one division, and we have 
been notified that the United Na- 
tions will send no reinforcements. 

In simple language we are out- 
numbered and defeated in Korea 
to the extent that death or cap- 
ture is inevitable unless retreat 
and evacuation is possible. 

I repeat, we cannot send rein- 
forcements from Japan or from 
this country and reinforcements 
are not forthcoming from other 
United Nations members. 

We have stripped our own de- 
fenses at home so that today we 
have one lone well-trained divis- 
ion in this country for the de- 
fense of our own shores. There 
are two American divisions in 
Europe. One is adequately train- 
ed for combat. 

The war in Korea started as a 
police action. W) developed into 
the fourth greatest war in our 
history. 

The implications of this action 
and the military reverses which 
result 3d have brought about na- 
tional peril in a degree which we 
have never faced before in our 

history- 
After spending more than fifty 
billion dollars for defense in the 
past five years we wore able to 
field in Korea no more than 200,- 
000 soldiers equipped to fight. 

It is not my purpose at this 
time to discuss the responsibility 
for this failure beyond the point 
necessary to correct the conditions 
which brought about our deplor- 
able predicament. 

This is a United Nations war. 
but the United States is fighting 
it and taking the consequences. 
Nearly six months ago the United 
Nations appealed to its member- 
ship of SS nations to supply troops 
and materiel for Its action to 
Kor e a . For — f fr" the response 
was negligible. After nearly six 
months a total of only about 20,- 
090 troops have been sent to re- 



inforce the American torses. Of 
these iOper cent are British and 
25 per cent are Turkish. 

Together all other United Na- 
tions troops, including the Brit- 
ish and the Turks, total only 
about 5 per cent of the American 
and South Korean forces. Of all 
the 55 United Nations members 
only nine, including the United 
States, furnished any combat 
troops in Korea. 

Perhaps the Greatest of all the 
tragic implications coming out of 
the United Nations failure in 
Korea is that it is another suc- 
cessful step in the Russian effort 
to destroy freedom and democracy 
in a series of side-line wars winch 
expose neither Russian soldiers 
nor Russian arms. If we continue 
to become involved in every war 
touched off and directed by Rus- 
sia in remote parts of the globe 
we shall divide our strength, dis- 
sipate our military and economic 
power, and to time ourselves 



in the B 
tatptlcatione that I 
in mind when I say we need tore-' 
examine our entire foreign pottcy ] 
as well as our domestic policy for 
our own preservation as well as 
for freedom and democracy gen- 
erally. t 

As a member of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee I 
pledge to you that 1 will do all in 
my power to provide an impreg- 
nable national defense. I am for 
compulsory military training. I 
am for a trained army within our 
borders. I am for a navy second 
to none. I am for an air force of 
70 groups or more. I am for a 
radar screen around tins country. 
I have been advocating and vot- 
ing for these things for years. 
We do not have them now. We, 
shall do our level best to prod 
those responsible to get them' 
quickly. 

On the civilian aide we must 
recognise and make the sacrifices

done to save as. They «■* •» 
only by the foree of 
ton enlightened by the facts which 
confront us, and a wil to do those 
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come an easy prey 

aggression. Russia eontrola the 

war making timetable. 

As I have stated frequently In 
the past. It has been my Judg- 
ment for a long time that Russia 
has been waging a war of econo- 
mic and military attrition against 
the United States. She seeks first 
to destroy our economy which Is 
the foundation for our mass pro- 
duction capacity to turn out more 
military armament and material 
than the rest of the world com- 
bined once we set ourselves to It. 
This constitutes the sinews of our 
strength and our power for pro- 
tection. She can accomplish this 
most effectively by engaging us in 
wars with her satellites on the 
other side of the world. 

It Is this situation which shows 



for Russian required in the deep adjustments 



which are necessary to our fed 
end domestic policies and oar 
personal living conditions. 

We must stop the give-away 
programs at home and abroad. 

We must eliminate 06 billion or 
more in federal budget items for 
non- defense spending. I shall 
make a speech very shortly In 
the Senate, outlining necessary 
reductions in detail. 

We must tax every dollar to 
the greatest extent that our pri- 
vate enterprise system can stand 
and even then there is little hope 
that federal revenue will match 
federal expenditures.

The 
pieces in my shoulder are to stay 
there, they tell me. The flesh 
wound in my head and the top 
of my finger is healing nicely. 
Hooe I don't have to go through 
anything like that again. Never 
saw so many men (Chinese) In 
one place in all my life. Seems 
like all the dead ones had even 
come back to get as. 

"They brought my platoon lead- 
er Into this hospital, and he told 
as there were only 10 of oar men 
loft. Bach company in the 2nd 
Infantry Is about the same way. 
Those Chinks really had us on the 
run, and It's a good thing Co. L 
found me In that cave next day, 
or I'd be a prisoner. Chinks are 
1 different from Koreans, though, 
they will patch up a wounded O. 
1 prisoner and let him go. 

'I've had a bit of ice cream in 
the hospital here— first I've had 
since August 2. Tastes good, even 
though the snow is 6 feet deep 
outside. 

"Please send me some fruit 
cake and packages. Keep them 
coming! I'll have lots of medals to 
show you, If I get home to wear 
them. Have the Silver Star, Pur- 
ple Heart with Oak Leaf Cluster, 
Combat Badges, and Good Con- 
duct Medal. 

"Happy New Year to all!

A file folder at the Rational 
Safety Council Is receiving more 
and more case histories and news- 
paper items telling a grim story 
of death on the roof top. 

Amateur handymen account for 
nearly all of the deaths, the Coun- 
cil said. When television seta 
were first sold, the price included 
professional installation. In re- 
cent months, sets have been of- 
fered with an antenna kit which 
the set owner could erect him- 
self. 

As a result, antennas have been 
put up without regard to nearby 
power lines, attached to crumb 
ling chimneys, even placed on 
utility poles carrying heavy vol- 
tages. Most fatalities have been 
due to electrocution by coming in 
contact with power lines, although 
falling accidents to persons un- 
familiar with roof top work have 
added to the toll. 

In rural areas and small towns, 
where 45 to 60-foot antenna poles 
are necessary to pick up distant 
transmission centers, improper 
bracing has resulted in collapse 
across power lines and the Inter- 
ruption of electrical service in en- 
tire communities. Fires and live 
wires have added to the dangers. 

The Council urges all TV buy- 
era to make sure the price in- 
cludes Installation by the dealer 
or a competent service company.

State Highway Commissioner 
James A. Anderson was elected 
president of the American Associ- 
ation of State Highway Officials 
on December 7 at the group's 
thirty-sixth annual convention in 
Miami. He accepted the position, 
to brief ceremonies, after a year's 
service as first vice pre sid e nt of 
the association. 

This is the third time that a 
Virginia highway commissioner 
has been named to this post, con- 
sidered the highest that can be 
held by any state highway offic- 
ial or employee. The honor went 
previously to State Commissioners 
Henry G. Shirley, the association's 
first president, and George P. 
Coleman, its second. 

Representing all state highway 
departments, the association acts 
as a coordinator in the planning 
and building of the nation's roads. 
In the words of retiring president 
D. C. 'Greer, Texas highway engi- 
neer, it "has won the respect and 
public interest of our citizenry by 
unswerving leadership to secur- 
ing better highways for the na- 
tion." 

During its five-day session the 
association adopted resolutions 
urging increased road - building 
activity for military defense. The 
officials pledged Federal authori- 
ties State aid in rushing to com- 
pletion all highways which would 
be vital transportation links in an 
emergency. They also urged mili- 
tary authorities to abide by state- 
loading regulations, which were 
so relaxed during World War II 
that many highways suffered. 

During World War I Mr. An- 
derson served as a captain in the 
Virginia National Guard and rose 
to the rank of lieutenant-colonel 
Following his discharge he re- 
turned to V. M. I. as professor of 
civil engineering. Since then he 
has served as state engineer and 
state director of the U. S. Public 
Works Administration. At the 
outbreak of World War II he be- 
came coordinator of the State 
Defense Council, serving at the 
same time as Dean of Faculty at

During the present school year, 
2.274 sub-standard certificates are 
being held by teachers in Vir- 
ginia schools. This Is a decrease 
of 3t7 over last year. In Princess 
Anne County the number of 
teachers holding emergency and 
local permits increased this year 
to 13 per cent over last year's 11 
per cent. 

M per cent of the emergency 
certificates and local permits are 
held by county teachers, while 
only 4 per cent are held by city 
teachers. Only 2.3 per cent of 
Negro teachers are teaching on 
sub-standard licenses, while 13.6 
per cent, or approximately one out 
of seven white teachers, are not 
regularly certified. Of the 2,374 
emergency certificates. 93 per cent 
are held by teachers In the ele- 
mentary grades as compared with 
only 7 per cent being held by high 
school teachers. 

The number of emergency 
teachers ranges all the way from 
none in Isle of Wight and South- 
ampton counties to 151 in Nor- 
folk County. Percentage wise, 26 
counties have 20 per cent or more 
teachers holding sub-standard 
certificates. 

The twenty counties which have 
the highest percentage of teach- 
ers with sub-standard licenses 
are as follows: Carroll, Dickenson, 
Russell, Tazewell, Buchanan, Bed- 
ford, Floyd, Frederick, Patrick, 
Wythe, Norfolk, Washington, 
Bland, Franklta, Grayson, Smyth, 
Bath, Fluvanna, Lee, and Page. 

The twenty counties with the 
lowest percentage are as follows: 
Southampton, Isle of Wight, Not- 
toway, Henrico, Orange, Albe- 
marle, Dinwiddle, Henry, Chester- 
field, Northampton, Hanover, 
Fauquier, Prince Edward, Nanse- 
mond, King George, Greensvile, 
Prince George, New Kent, Meck- 
lenburg, and King William. 

A study of these forty counties 
reveals the following significant 
facts: 

1 . The twenty counties with the 
highest percentage of teachers 
with sub-standard certificates av- 
erage 28 per cent sub-standard 
teachers. 



2. The twenty counties with the 
lowest percentage average less 
than 5 percent. 

3. In the high percentage coun- 
ties the average elementary teach- 
er's salary is 6297 less than the 
average In the low percentage 
counties. 

4. In the low percentage coun- 
ties the average taxable wealth 
back of each child In average 
daily attendance Is 40 per cent 
greater than it is in the counties 
having the highest percentage of 
emergency teachers. 

5. The counties having the 
greatest percentage of teachers 
with emergency certificates ex- 
pended last year an average of 
$4324 per child out of local funds, 
while the counties with the low- 
est percentage invested $60.55, or 
40 per cent more per child. 

6. Both the high and low groups 
exert substantially the same 
amount of effort. 



Army Modifies Policy 
For Reseirfeta 

A change in Army policy per- 
mits any enlisted Reservist, in- 
cluding members of Troop Pro- 
gram units, to volunteer for ex- 
tended active duty, and if quali- 
fied, to be accepted for a period 
of twenty-one months or longer, 
the Virginia Military District an- 
nounces. 

Formerly, enlisted members of 
Troop Program units could not 
volunteer for active duty, and of- 
ficers in Troop Program units still 
are not permitted to volunteer. 

The Virginia Military District 
announced at the same time that 
qualified men and women may 
enlist in the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps for the purpose of gotng*on 
active duty, and will be ordered 
to extended active duty for twen- 
ty-one months or longer.

The Portsmouth office of the 
Virginia Forest Service has an- 
nounced that loblolly pine plant- 
ing stock is now available for fall 
and winter planting. The first 
seedlings to be shipped out for 
fan planting in this district this 
year were sent from the Forest 
Service Nursery at Camp Peary, 
Williamsburg:, to J. W. Wilson, of 
Cape Charles, on December 4. 

One of the main advantages of 
fall and winter planting is that 
the young seedlings have a chance 
to become adjusted to their new 
environment during the cold 
weather and when the warm 
weather returns are ready to be- 
gin growth. 

The Virginia Forest Service 
produces these seedlings in order 
to encourage reforestation. The 
cost of 1000 loblolly pine seed- 
lings, enough to plant one acre, 
is only 93.00. These are priced at 
the approximate cost of produc- 
tion and are available for forest 
planting only, and not as orna- 
mentals. Detailed planting in- 
structions are furnished with 
each tree shipment and advice 
may be obtained from any Vir- 
ginia Forest Service forester. For- 
esters also may be secured to as- 
sist in organizing planting crews 
and in getting planting operations 
underway. For areas up to 8 to 
10 acres, hand planting is advis- 
able, but for larger areas a plant- 
ing machine is available from the 
district office for a nominal fee. 

Persons desiring to plant seed-

Sharp edges and small 
objects that might fee swallowed 
should be avoided. 

"Young and old people should 
remember to drive carefully to 
avoid automobile accidents. Traf- 
fic Is likely to fee heavy during 
the Christmas season, and streets 
and highways may become slip- 
pery from inclement weather. 

"Good personal hygiene Is as 
important during Christmas as at 
any other time. To feel good and 
to keep op a healthy disease re- 
sistance, people should get ade- 
quate, or nearly adequate, sleep. 
Further, they should eat meat, 
vegetables, fruits and milk to bal- 
sne? the large amounts of sugars 
and carbohydrates eaten during 
the holidays.
